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Moke Indiah Depredations. — A gentle- 
man, Mr. KelloRe, who arrived at Leaven- 
worth from Fort Lamed last Sunday brings 
intelligence of more Indian depredatiode on 
the Southern and Arkansia route. Several 
trains arriving at Port Lamed recant'?, joined 
Ibices and proceeded on their way to Fort 
Union. Between Lamed and the lower 
crossing of the Arkansas, Indiana were visi- 
ble cn the blsffa every day, following up the 
traits, but muking no hoatilo demonstrations. 
Wi n in corrail rear the lower crossing 
of the Arkansa?, and about sixty miles 
from Fort Lamed, the Indians broke in 
among the stock, stampeding about three 
or four hundred head of cattle, the greater part 
of which belonged to the Messrs. Rapine, of 
Leavenworth. Every head belonging to the 
train was taken, and the wagonm&s'er, Andy 
Blaccbaid, was killed while endeavoring to 
recapture wme of the stolen stock. The Indi- 
ans drove it across the river, and into the 
bluffj beyond. A squad of soldiers cams up 
before the Indians got out of sight, and it is 
fair to presume that the majority of the cattle 
will be recaptured. The trains were all load- 
ed with government freight en route for posts 
is New Mexico and Colorado. The mules, 
belonging to a Mexican train, numbering 175, 
were run off by the Indians forty-five mile3 
further up the Arkansas. 



Goebillas in Illinois — 0» Friday night, 
iielO h inst., ten guerillas, some of whom 
eaid they belonged to Adam Johnson's com- 
mand, crossed the river ten miles asove Smith- 
land, and went to the house of Oapt Trow- 
bridge. One of the number sent word to the 
Captain that he had a private message for him. 
Captain Trowbridge, suspecting no danger, 
went to the gate, when six or seven men sur- 
rounded bim and ordered him to surrender. 
His father -in-lax, Mr. McOormick, postmas- 
ter at Bayfield, went to his assistance with a 
double-barreled shot-gun, and his wife also 
went with a rifle; but Captain I., seeing 
that resistance was useless, urged them not to 
shoot. The guerillas then disarmed them, 
and taking tbem to the store, seated them 
with a guard placed over them, and proceeded 
to 10b the store. They took near $3,000 
worth of goods, including boots, shoes, hats, 
broadolotbs, and gewgaws and finery, as they 
said, for their sweethearts.' 

The mother-in-law of Captain Trowbridge 
concealed their silver-plate and other valu- 
ables while the thieves were operating at the 
store.

Lexington, Ky., August 31, 1^64. 
To show your readers how good loyal men 
arc often imposed upon, and induced to sign 
petitions for the release of real guerillas, be 
cause their friends are clever, and their char- 
acters good before the war, I will send you 
an outline of the testimony of the principal 
witness,.in a particular case of great interest, 
just dit missed by the Military Commission, 
by tbe escape of the | risoner.on last Sabbath 
night. The prisoner was a W. H. Mitchell, 
son of Dr. Mitchell, of Marion county, Ky. 
He was arrested in April last at Fairfield, 
Nelson county, Ky., by a squad of soldiers, 
and lodged in the military prison at Louis- 
ville, Ky., nntil a few weeks ago. when he was 
sent to Lexington for trial. Col. Mark Man- 
dy, his counsel, made great efforts tihave 
him sent off as a prisoner of war, without 
trial. In order to succeed in this effort h« 
had the father of t'-e young man to circulate 
a petition setting forth ibe amiable, honest, 
tender-hearted qualitiesof the. prisoner, and 
praying for his being sent to camp, for ex- 
change, as a regular priso-.er of war. This 
petition was signed by nearly a hundred 
names, which I will not publish just now, as 
many of them were good Union men. Of 
course they will see that the amiable, honest 
youth sustains the good character they gave 
him, now that he is out, and no doub^will 
remain so for seme time in their comtnuni- 
ties. His father has pledged his property 
and his honor, that he will never commit un- 
lawful deeds hereafter. The military author- 
ities will hold him and the signers of said pe- 
tition responsible for his conduct while with- 
in our lines. 

The first witness in the case was the Rev. 
W. H. Honnell, Chaplain of Wolford's cav- 
alry, whose testimony was in substance a? 
follows, though here given with more par- 
ticulars. 

Questioned by the Judge Advocate; Capt. 
Hawes and Gen. Huston for the prosecution: 

Question by Judge Advocate — What is 
your name, profession, and connection with 
the army? 

Answer — I am a Presbyterian minister, 
chaplain of Wolford's cavalry, and my name 
is W. H. Honnell, of Mercer county, Ken- 
lucky. 

Q. — Do jon know the prisoner nnder trial? 

A.— I know him to be W. H. Mitchell, by 
his own confe sion and that of h s father. 

Q. — State where you saw the prisoner, and 
all about what then occurred ia your pres- 
ence. 

A. — I first saw the prisoner at the house of 
Mr. Jacob Sharp, in Mercercounty, Kentucky, 
on the night of February 27th, at about 11 
o'clock, under the following eircumstances: 
While at Knoxville, Tenn., I heard of the n 
verc illness of a young lady friend, and when 
my regiment returned to Kentucky, I ob- 
tained a brief leave of absence, to go and see 
her. She was the daughter of Col. Jacob 
Fharp, and I was at bis house, my home be- 
fore the war, he being an elder in my church, 
and a loyal man. I was aroused at 11 o'clock 
by a violent wrapping at my door, and to my 
demand as to who he was, he rpplied, "My 
name is Young: I belong to Wolford's regi- 
ment, co. B.and I want to see Capt. Honnell. 
I have been at home for some time, sick, 
and am on my way to Lexington, and as I 
lesrn he is going np there to-morrow, I have 
celled to stay all night with him, and go with 
him there to-morrow." I stood at my win- 
dow upstairs and Beard him through, kat 
feeling a suspicion that all was not right, es- 
pecially as 1 couid see hones at the stiles. I 
demanded who was the Captain of his com 
pany. He replied that he belocged to Oor- 
psge's old company, which by no*m»aus satis- 
fied me, as bis company was company D 
But what cculd I co. I was unarmed, never 
carried even a phtol in battle nor at home 
and the young lady in the honse was so ill 
<bst an alarm might destroy her life, and as 
the door could easily be broken through, I de- 
termined tot to escape, which I could easily 
have done, but to face them, and do the best 
I could. 

1 orened the door, and one of the two there 
sterp'd in and shook hands very cirdially 
with me, and I invited him up to my room to 
prevent any alarm. Ho threw me effmy truard 
very soon by his familiar manner and soldierly 
appearance. He was tall and of light complex- 
ion, a little freckled in the face, his eyes woro 
bright, and by cardie light he was hacdsome 
He wore a blue Federal overcoat, had high 
boots, and wore a pistol in his bosom. We 
talked a few moments about his having come 
rest Mr. Dunn's, how be had learned of my 
intention to go to my command on the fol- 
lowing day, and that he was nn well, an ! would 
wait and go with me. I invited bim to 
share my bed with me, and turned 
to throw down the covers, when he drew his 
cocked i i »c 1 and presented it, about two steps 
from my breast, and with finger pressing the 
trigger, swore he was one of Morgan's men, 
and that be had come to kill me, and, d — n 
me, I had to die. He knew me. He said: 
"You are Wolford's Chaplain, d— n you, and 
have gone with your command into all their 
fights and battles, and I have come to kill 
yon, and yoa have to die just now " He drew 
e'ill harder uaon the trigger, and I conld al- 
most feel the bole through me as he held his 
pistol closer to my breast. I argued the case 
with great earnestness that it was true I had 
gone with my regiment Into their battles, but 
it wbb only to look after the wounded — had 
taken care of theirs, as well as my own, and 
surely he would cot kill me!— I was his pris- 
oner, and had always been kind to their 
piison6rs— bad taken cara of them when 
sick or wounded had given tbem money — 
fend never borne arms at all, and 
bad only rieked my life with the rest 
in order te do good to helpless, wounded men. 

' Yes. d— n jon," he exclaimed, presenang 
his pistol again, and drawing the trig or, 
until I barkened my flesh and scringed, ex- 
pecting the hot le<ul to pa»8 through me, but 
determined that, if not killed by the first shot, 
no eeeond shot should be fired without a dead 
ly Btrnggle for mastery; "yes, d— a you, I 
know yon; your face was blackened with 
burnt powder, as you foughtduring the si'go 
of Knoxville; and it is no use to talk, you 
have to die;" holding the pistol still nearer to 
me. "You have a cane also in your possession, 
cut from the place where ZallicotT-tr fell, and 
where you removed bim from the feet of the 
here's and comhatants. Bring me that cane I 
I have other men at the door, and re>istaoce 
will he in vain Gei>. Morgan is in the S'a'.e 
with twelve or fifteen hundred men ;" which I 
of conree knsw was all a lie. I plead again 
that I had borne no arms in the sifge 'or cam- 
paign of Knoxvil'e or Tennessee: that I had 
the cane cut as he described, but I could not 
see why I shou'd be killed for an ant of hu- 
manity toward tbe lifeless form of ZoUiOOffsr. 
or for having the cane. He again nresonted 
his pistol as before, having lowered it each 
time as I argued my case, looking him in the 
eye all the time. "Yes, d — n you, I have 
m-i to Mil you; have been on your track for 
.fony miles, and it is no use to talk You 
have cnotnrrd manv a one of our men, and 
.no doubt have killed many a one, and 
yon have a shotgun in your posnes»ion 
captured from our men at Montic^llo and 
carried home here by your n»gra boy." 

"I have not the gun here," I replied, "and 
besides it was given me by Can. Oirter for 
galUntry there, and I do not see why I should 
die fcr eccenting it." "Yap have a key." he 
egeineaid, "teken from the person o' A >11I- 
ccffVr; give it up or I will shoot you down." 

"I have no such key," I replied, "aLd 
rever hesrd rf it till now " 

Be then accused me ot bein? in tbe habit of 
writing accounts of our battles for the papers 
end tbat a man at Springfield had toll him' 
that I wss a dangerous man, and the right hand 
man of Col. Wolfcrri ; and I had to die certain. 
He then he'p°d himself to my money, gold 
watch, promissory notes, and other little 
hingain my pockets, mv clothes lying at his 
fide all this time, as I had nothing but my 
night clothes on, and her.ee he knew I had no 
arms. He then told me that he bad my gray 
mare with him, and that he wanted mysorrtl 
• no at once. He told bow he had fooled Mr. 
Dncn end the rest cf the men at his boas*', 
md bad gotten my gray mare from him by 
hevirg passed for one of my men uutil he 1h3 
found out ell about where she was. He or- 
dered me to put on my clothes a-d follow bim 
to his Captain at Salvisa wh^re I would 
either be shot or paroled, as he might di'63'. 
I obeyed, glsd to get from the honse, lest! 
in killing me, they would frighten my 
sick friend beyond recovery. I met 
ano'her man In cit : zen's dress inside tbe 
dror helow the stairs, who nskei his fellow 
' Ia sll right;" "All right," he replied. He 
hegen however, to re'ent, and asked the oth- 
er not to kill m«\ «s I waa a minister and no 
doubt had been lied npoo; and that he should 
go and get my other horse and saddle, and 
tbat he h imself would guard me until his re- 
turn. Wh'le the other was gone after the 
fcoree, this one beean td boast of having 
kiilcd one of tbe 7th Ohio cavalry, the ba- 
cler of WoUord's command, Honttcetlo, 
baviDg shot bim fiom a h(r;e; and how he 
had tried to kill Captain Oarr. of the 1st 
Kmiucky, as be wss in command of our 
tkirmieb line that dsy. 

I then called him Chindler, B3 we had uri- 
derotcrd that Obnndler had done it, and a 
men by that nsme had boeeted of it on boa-d 
the steamer Starlight, as I came down with 
the prisoners on that steamer after the battle 
cf Boffirgtorj Bar. He replied that Chandler 
was bis real nsme, but be bad paastd by dif- 
ferent rsmes in order to deceive; that bis 
r sme wes not Yonng, as he said it was at 
Wr Dorr's acd tome. Hs proposed selling 
me V«(k both of my horses at heJf price, i' I 
»oiild borrow the money, as he wanted 
irci.ey more than borses; that he might bs 
teptured again, and ho would need mcrley, 



for he had bribed out at Camp Douglas, and 
if csnght would bribe outapain. He proposed 
to cell me both, but after a moment said, that, 
if he did, that the other man would have to 
take the horse of Mr. Thomas, who was in 
my room all the time the above thread w 
being mede. No I I replied, hnt I will try t" 
borrow tbe money to buy back my sorrel, if I 
vrrj sure yon did not wish to rob Mr. Sharp, 
if he has money ; or tbat you would not 
both money ard horse. I told him ho* 
of bis men bad dece so to a man at Har 
turg once. He vowed npon th» honor ot a 
soldier tbat he would not, but that I might 
eesd eff the horee by a negro and they would 
go the othi r wej. 

I bed faith enough to believe him, and bo: 
rowed eighty dollars from Col. Sharp, and 
ran eff my horce, and paid hira the money. 
He said tbe other man was irom Lrba 
but I have reaaon fo fceJIeve that Be once lived 
»•--.. me there in Mercer connty, and ha 
ceivrd only kindness from me always. They 
then left me, and I went in and paciaei those 
in the house; but the young l«dy never re- 
covered, and has eir.ae died. I tslJ her then 
that I wcnld one djy see these men in my 
power, and tbat God would not permit such 
deeds to go unpunished. I mad? out a full 
R'atement 'ike the above to Col. Wolford when 
I reached Lexington, by his order. He sent 
the peper to Gov. Bramlette who Instituted a 
srarch for tbem, but failed to God them 
Two months from then two men were cap 
tored rear Fairfield answering to' their ap- 
pearance. I was sent by Col. Adams to see 
them in the prison at Louisville, and positive- 
ly identified W. H. Mitchell, the prisoner, 
tbe one who was in the United States uniform 
and pessed for Yonng and Oband'er, and who 
eo threatened my life and robbed ms on the 
night of February 28th, 1864. 

P. 8.— In prison he confidentially, under 
promiee that I would not bring bb coifessioaa 
as testimony before tbe court, confessed (which 
1 omitted o: course in my testimony) that he 
was the man; bntonly got 6ixty dollars of 
the money ($105) and the watch as Irs part. 
He also robbed and took a horse from Patrick 
Jordan, a citizen, that same night, and pre- 
senting his p'stol be swore he wonld kill him, 
as he had killed Honnell already that ni^ht. 
When the testimony was almost clcs^d, some 
persons dng through the wall from the on 
r-ideand took Mitchell and Mc')older!out, ani 
they are caw at large. In conclusion I will 
add that Dr. Mitchell, the father of the pris- 
oner, seems to be an honest man, aid I sym 
pethize with bim in the trouble his son has 
hroujjht urcn him. He has. as I learn, left 
$200 cn deposit for Captain Howell, being the 
amount of money and pay for the watch which 
his son admits to have taken as hiapart. 

K1RK WOOP. 

End of tub Danish War — The Danish 
war, that bss long absorbed the attention o. 
Europe, is virtually at an end. At the third 
meeting of the Conference at Vienna, Dan 
mark made a full concession of all tbat had 
been demanded of her, and M. Yon Quatde, 
having received the necessary instructions, 
egreed to sign the preliminaries of peace. A 
three months' armistice has been acsepted, and 
King Christian has promised to cede the 
Duchies of Schleswi;, Holstein, and Lanen- 
burg, with tho appertaining islands, and will 
retain a diminished territory, with a million 
•i.O a half of inhabitants, burdened by the 
expenses of war or exhausted by the ravages 
of the enemy. The London Times, from 
which we copy the foregoing conclusion, says: 
"Although it has been long apparent that 
the wnr conld have no other termination, yet 
now that the final catastrophe has occurred it 
is impossible to hear ot it without sympathy 
and regret. It is of little use in an hour of 
euch evil fortune to deal in the commonplaces 
of consolation. The calamity which the 
Danes have undergone is the greatest that can 
fall cn a State. A loss of territory as the con- 
sequence of unsuccessful war, which not only 
lowers the reputation of a country, bat crip- 
plrs its finances for years, is a misfortune be- 
j ondany that a people can be called npon to 
brer with resignation. Political standing. 
r"<litary honor, wealth, national security, are 
h :t impaired together. It must be with teel- 
fj £s clzBcet of despair tbat the race which has 
for eo long maintained its country as an ind* 
prnrlent and respected State can see it limited 
to two narrow islands and the overrun prov- 
ince of Jutland. The mortification of reco?- 
pizing German superiority is a less evil than 
the apprehension which the manifest power 
of Germany to repeat the invasion must 
irrpire." 

Tbe preliminaries of peace and an armistice 
for three months were signed at Vienna on 
tbe 2d of August by tbe Austrian, Prussian, 
and Danish plenipotentiaries at the Ministry 
for Foreign Affairs. The conditions are as 
follows: An armistice for three months, term- 
inable at six weeks' notice from either party. 
The levy of contributions in Jutland ia to be 
sn?pended. Goods tbat have been seized, bat 
which are still unsold, shall be returned. The 
o vf ion of the duchies has not been unreservedly 
decided upon in the preliminaries, but merely 
laid down in principle. The Abendposl (even- 
ing edition of the official Wiener Zaitung) 
says: 

"Lauenburg, Schleawig, and Holstein have 
been relicqnished by Denmark, without any 
reserve. At the some time a rectification of 
the Schleswig frontier was determined upon 
in the interest of Germany. It is to tbe har- 
| monv existing between Austria asl Prussia 
tbat Germany owes tbe realization of her dear- 
est wish, and to the fame cause Earope owes 
it that a general conflict has been averted. 
Complete euccees was obtained by the moder- 
ation displayed by the great German Powers, 
and the conviction arrived at by Denmark of 
their fnture sincere and loyal alliance. The 
great German Powers did not wage war for 
the purpose of conquest, or to realize imagina- 
ry tendencies to nationality, but had in view 
tne enforcement of positive and lep.i imate 
claims. The Eibe districts are separated from 
Denmark both by land and 8"a. These re- 
buI's will be sanctioned forevir by an honor- 
sble peace. Austria and Prussia do not wish 
to have any differences with the remainder of 
Germany, but they will respect the privileges 
snd tbe well ettablished rights of the German 
Federal Diet

' Thk Old Man Eloquent'' on His Eauiv 
Love.— The late Mr. James Morse, of Naw 
York, Leg recently teea. communicaticg 
' Becollectioui" of Newburyport, his native 
town, to the Dally Herald of that city, and ac 
the time of his death left several numbers of 
his reminiscences in manuscript; from one 
of which we take the following account of a 
ter-der passage in tho life of the E (-President, 
as lecal'ed and related by himself in his old 
age. It describes an interesting affair of the 
heart — an instance of "what might ha-, t 
been:" 

As is well known, John Q iincy Adams wss 
a resident cf enr town during several of t'.is 
clreirg yee-* of the last centurv, and while 
there a student at law in the office of Judge 
Parsons II a fellow-studenta were Rafa; 
Kirg, Rob- it Treat Paine, and Thomas 
Thomas. Of course these were valued acqui- 
sitions to Newbu'yport society, and were so 
specially regarded. Among the young m r n 
of tbat day were Stephen Hooper, who at a 
subsequent period married Miss Susan Mar- 
qusnd, Samuel L. Knapp, Dr. John Spragns, 
Edmund Bartlett, George .Otis, Samuel A. 
Otis, Jr., &c. Among the yea ng ladles who 
led eff in eociety were tbe daughters of Wm. 
Coombs, Moats Frszier, the Tracyg, Oazneau, 
Roberts. 

There were these among them to whom Mr. 
Adens wes more than ordinarily attentive; 
hut to tne in particular he waa specially 
earnest ard tender in his approaches. To 
those of the circle composing his moe 1 ; in- 
timate acquaintance he gave tbebeoefi: of 
bis muse and thns, in private circles, the' 
won an ephemeral notoriety, as tho coam ia 
which their virtues and pecaliaritie.' were 
surg never appeared in print nntil a com- 
paratively recent date. It was then only 
in manuscript, and not many copies were 
ever made of the poetic vision of Mr. Adams's 
loves. A copy fell into my hands, a^er* in 
January, 18-10, I took the liberty of giving 
it to tbe world through the columns of the 
Bro'her Jonathan, the weekly Isaaa of thi 
Daily Tattler, then published in the city o' 
New York. I have now ia my possession the 
original copy of "Adams's vision," from 
which tbe pnblication was then made. 
Through tbe kindness of ecme benevo'.ently- 
dieroeed borrowing friend, my printed copy 
has disappeared. My next nnmber will sim- 
ply be the contribution of thi3 poem, with a 



statement, of certain circumstances find inci- 
dents attending its publication. I feel no 
doubt of its acceptability by the reader, as the 
edition of twentv-fonr years ago must have 
long since been absoibed. 

During many and frequent interviews with 
the late venerable Ex-Preaidoct, ho imparted 
to me not enly much valnable historical infor- 
mation, but confidentially repised In me in- 
teresting items per'aining to his early person- 
al experierce. One of these was located at 
Newbnryport, and,, therefore, appropriate to 
these contributions. It waa allied to the out- 
ponrings of his "Vision," and is now, for the 
first tim», pnblicjy stated. This mav now Vie 
done without impropriety, as he, and all the 
parties directly interested, or in any way to be 
effected by it, are no more. 

It wss tbe habit of Mr. Adams to remain 
at his desk in the House of Ropr.^oentativaa, 
at Washington, cftentimis after the adjourn- 
ment of that body, particularly if it took 
place, as it often did, at rather an early hour. 
On one of thes" ocnaaioos, now vividly dis- 
tinct to my mind, I approached him, and we 
entered into a free and pleasant conversation. 
Nearly if not quite all the members had left 
he floor, and the pages were occupied in col- 
lecting tbe stationery and documents, and 
preparing the hall for" the ensu'ng day's ses- 
sion. 

Oar conversation soon partook of a parson- 
si and very abeorbiently interesting charac- 
ter. Mr. Adams spoke earnestly of his de- 
lightful expeii-nco at Newbnryport, while 
preparing for the legal profession under the 
guidance ot Tbcophiins Parsons. The sabjeot 
fairly opened, he entered npon tho theme with 
deepfeeling. Tb.9 eyes of the ' old man elo- 
quent ' be cwie more than usually moistened 
wi'h tears, wbicb be vainly strove to keep 
down, snd his voice trembled in Under sym- 
pa'hy with the crowding recollections. He 
eroke with animating fervor of the Tracys 
Daltoos, Jacksons, Parsons, Ilradbnrys, and 
others, aad tho charming halo, by which onr^ 
was ever surrounded when in their society. 
It wsi with dee p earnestness that ha sought to 
know of the existence and wel'are of their 
descendants. 

But when bespoke of the yomg ladies of 
that day n« »iiot.;e;..i v> y m« aubj«i>t. 

It, appeajed to unlock his long-pent tender 
eeneibilities, and ha eat before me in hia now 
re juvenated and impassioned youth, all heart, 
affection, and love— his face radiant with 
smiles, and the vigor of youth beaming forth 
In every expression and" feature. The nam» 
which thus electrified his being wa9 that of 
Mies Mary Frazier, the "love'y Clara' of his 
"Vision." 

It may be difficult for one who haa only 
seen or known Mr. Adams through, occasional 
calls of respect or official intercourse to real- 
ize tbe fact that the apparently colt! and phleg- 
matic old man waa not only sn^captible of the 
keenest and most tender emotions, but that 
they were actually demonstrable as powerfal 
elements in his nature. 

Mr. Adams drew a comparison between 
Mies Frszier and other ladies of American and 
European eociety eo remarkable and so ener- 
getic that hia very language and manner be- 
came indelibly impressed upon my mind 
Why, my dear sir," said he, with emphasis 
and beautifully tender pathos, "I have saen in 
my day much of the world, have held social 
and familiar intercourse with the best and 
meet p; lished society in our land, and had nn - 
checked freedom of the best and most cnltt- 
ated European society, have freely visited 
the most noted aed brilliant Courts of the O d 
W or Id, have seen and held friendly commun- 
i( n with tbe moat attractive and recognized 
beautiful among the female sex in Earooa and 
America, but let me say to yon, what I have 
never before utterei within the sound of nn- 
man ears, that in all which constitutes genuine 
beauty, lovel : nes?, personal sc^imp'iahmsn'a, 
'ntellectnal endowments, and per'ect pa'ity 
of life and heart. Miss Mary Frazier excelled 
him all! I loved 1m then," aDd, rising from 
I'S chair, he raised his right arm ar:d brinr- 
g bis band with emphasis upon his heart, 
"/ love her memory note! ' 

When he had closed th'n rhap3a!y, I hard- 
ly knew where or how to resume the thread 
of onr discourse, so irsiguificantly trite and 
grovelling it seemed after the animated edta- 
ies into which his old etherealizad heart hal 
thrown him. He having besn led into this 
confession of a love which before waa known 
to have no recognized admiasion beyond the 
lovely Clara" of his "Vision," I aaked him 
if there bad been any actnal engagement be- 
tween them, and if so, why it was interrupt- 
ed? Laughingly and cheerfully, he replied 
tbat they tcere engaged, but with the mutual 
und standing that aaould either *e> cause to 
re their mind, they were left free to do 
The direct cause ot the breaking off the 
he state ! to be because of tho 
very prorer interference and advice of Miss 
Fruiter's family and friends.

Mr. Adams is now recognized a? having 
been one ot the most remarkable men of the 
age in which he lived. His learning was 
deep, solid, and far reaching — the grea' store- 
house sf his mighty intellectual genius was 
vast in its capacities, while the structure of 
his mind was methodical, logical, and philo- 
sophical, superadded to which, he possessed 
an imagination, which, while it waa eqial to 
every crisis, never soared beyond the region 
. f tiutb, justice, or purity.

Capt. Fitkb's Advertcre with a Boa 
Constrictor —At the earliest possible mo 
raent afier our camp had been pitched, a hunt 
was ect on foot and Captain Grant, myself, 
and some attendants were boon making our 
way to "the path." There were / no animals 
there when we arrived, except a few hippopota- 
mi, and wo were therefore obliged to wait the 
coming of some palatable geme. Our pa- 
tience, hewever, was severely taxed; and nft^r 
a leng delay, wc were about to "bag" a hippo- 
potamus, when one of our attendants, perched 
in a tree about half a mile distant, began 
waving bis blanket. This was a signal thai 
game was approaching. We immediately 
drew into cover, and awtitcd the coming up of 
the latter. Wo were not delaved long, for 
presently a long column of animals, from the 
elephant to the boo doo, appeared in view, 
trotting at a good pace to the river. Their 
flanks were soon presented to us, and each 
selecting hia object, fired. McColl brough 
a fine young buffalo cow, whilst Cap'."Gran 
was equally successful wi;h a hio doo, and 
several spears cast by our attendants, stopped 
the career of one or two diffjieut animals ot' 
the herd. A* this juncture, however, occur- 
red an unexpected adventure, that finished our 
sport, at loaat for that day. I had sprang for- 
ward, immediately after firing, in ordir to 
attain a fair shot at a huze elephant that I 
wanted to bring down on account of his im- 
mense tusks. I got the desired aim, and 
pulk-d the trigger of my second barred. At 
the moment of my doing so, a will cry of 
alarm, uttered by one of the blacks, called my 
attention. Glancing round, my eyes chanced 
to range up into the foliage of the tree benea'h 
which Capt. Gardener and myself had lain 
for several hours previous. My feeling may 
possibly be imagined, as I beheld an enor- 
mous boa constrictor, whose hideous head and 
neck projected 60me distance in'o view, shoe- 
ing that he was about to make a fatal spring. 
His direction was certainly toward me; and 
cs ho flashed from his position liko a thanler- 
bolt, I pave myself up, for ere ai<l conld reach 
mc, fold eftcr fold ot the mrn8ter would have, 
crushed my strong frame into a quivoring palp. 
I felt seemingly cEnght in a whirlwind of dust, 
and a strange, indescribable scuflle ensued. 
In the midst of this terrific strife, I suddenly 
becamo conscious of the presence of a second 
victim and even after tho time that had 
elapsed, 6inco then, I still recollect with what 
vividness the thought shr.t across my mind, 
that this eccond victim was Captain Grant, 
my noble companion. At last, after being 
thus whirled about for several seconds, each 
seemed to bi almost interminabl»% th«recn*ued 
a lull, a stillness as of di a>h, an l I opened my 
eyes, expecting to look npon those unexplored 
landte-apes which arc seen only in (he country 
beyond the tomb. Instead of that, I saw 
Capt. Grant levelling his rifle toward me, 
while standing beside and behind him were 
the blacks, in every c nccivabla attitude of 
suspense. In a moment I comprehended all. 
The huge serpent had struck a young buffalo 
cow, tetween which ard him I had unluckily 
plated myecly at ihe moment of firing upon 
the elephant. A most singular good fortune 
attended n'C, however, for instead of b-iing 
crushed into a mangled mass with the unfbr- 
tnna'c cow, my left forearm only had been 
caught in between the huffalu'e body and a 
single fold of the constrictor. Tho limb laid 
just in frcnt of the shoulder at tha root of 
the neck, and thus had a soft bed of fl.'sh, 
into which it was jammed, as it were by the 
immense pressure of the serpent's body, that 
was like ircn in hardness. As I saw Grant 
about to shoot, a terror took possession of me, 
for if he refrained, I might possibly c cape af- 
ter the boa released his folds from the dead 
cow. But should he fire and strike the reptile, 
it would, in its convulsions, crush or drag me 
to pieces. I beheld Grant pause. He ap- 
peared to fully comprehend all. He could see 
hew I was situated, that I was still living, and 
that my delivery depeneied on the will of the 
conrtrictcr. Wc could sec every line on each 
other's face, so close were we; and I would 
have shouted, or spoken, or even whi.pered at 
him, had I dared. But the boa's head was 
raised within a few inches of mine, and the 
wink of en eyelid would perhaps settle my 
doom; so I stared, stared like a dead man at 
Grant and at the blacks. Presently the ser- 
pent began very gradually to relax his folds, 
and ahcr rc-ti^h'.ening several times as the 
crushed bnfTa'o quivered, he unwound ono fold 
entirely. Then ho paused. Tha next iron- 
like band was the ono which held mo prisoner; 
and as I felt it little by little unclasping, my 
heart stexid still with hope and fear. Pcrhapa", 
upon being freed, the benumbed arm, uncon- 
trolled by my will, might fall from the cushion- 
like bed in which it lay. And such a mishap 
might bring tho tpare fold around my neck or 
chest, and then farewell to the sources of the 
Nile. Oh, how hardly, how desperately I 
s.ruggled to command mvself! I glanced at 
Grant, and saw him handling hU ritie anxious- 
ly. I glanced at the negroes, and saw them 
still gazing, as though petrified with astonish- 
ment. I glanced at the serpent's loathsome 
head, snd saw its bright, deadly eyes, watch- 
ing for the least sign of life in i 8 prey. Now, 
then, the reptile looses its fold on my arm a 
hair's breadth, and now, a little more, and a 
little more, until half an inch of space sepa- 
rated my arm and its mottled skin. I could 
have whipped out my hand, but dare not take, 
the risk. Atoms of time dragged themselves 
into ages, and a minute seemed eternity itself! 
The second fold was removed entirely, an l the 
next one was casing. Should I dash away 
now, or wait a more favorable moment? I 
decided upon the former; and, with lightning 
speed, I hounded away toward Grant, the 
crack of whose piece I hoard at the same 
instant. For tho first time in my life I was 
thoroughly overcome; and, sinking down, I 
remained in a scmi-csnscious stato for several 
minutes. When I fully recovered, Grant and 
the overjoyed negroes he'd me up and pointed 
out the boa, who was still writhing ia his death 
aronics. I shuddered as I looked upon the 
effects of his tremendous, dying strength. 
For yards around where ho lay, the gra-s, 
bushes, and saplings, and in fact ever j thing 
except the more fully grown trees, were cut 
clean off, as though they had been trimmed 
with an immense scythe. The monster, when 
measured, was fifty-one feet two inches and a 
half in extreme length, while round the thick- 
est portion of its body the girth was nearly 
three feet, thus proving, I believe, to be the 
largest serpent that was ever authentically 
heard of.

s nimble as apes, often escape from it as 
men escape from the charge of an 
elephant. I have seen a man who 
bad been wounded by a gorilla; his 
wrist waa crippled, and the marks of tbe teeth 
were visible. He told me tbat the gorilla bad 
seized bis wrist and dragged it into its mouth: 
H wt>s contented wuh having done this, and 
went eff. The nearest approach of an erect 
roetnre to which the gorilla attains ia by sap- 
.orting itself by holding on tbe branches. 
When I asked tbe people olOgumbia was he 
a men had ever been killed by a gorilla, they 
-bid that their fathers had often spoke ot such* 
atbicg, bat that nothing of tbe kind bad hap- 
[•Led within the memory of anybody living."

The Herald's Uobile correspondent says on 
the morning of the 23d Oapt. Taylor, bearing 
a white flag and accompanied by forty men, 
marched out of Fort Morgan carrying a email 
sail boat wilh tbe intention of going to the 
flag ship, three or four hundred yards distant, 
with a note from General Page proposing to 
surrender. 

A check was put npon this by Gen. Bailey, 
who said the army and navy were one, and as 
his artillery commanded Fort Morgaa, and 
every foot of Uobile Point outside ot the fort 
he would not permit a boat's crew to pass off 
from shore on any pretence whatever. 

Soon after General Granger arrived, and 
tbe note to Admiral Farragat was Uken by 
bim sr>yicg tbat he would communicate its 
contents to the Admiral in a short time. 
The demand for unconditional mrrendcr 
wee made and granted. The result of the 
victory at Mobile may be summed up thu-: 
We compelled tbe evacnation of Fort 
Powell. The surrender o! Fort Gaine?, al- 
most destroyed, compelled the surrender of 
Fort Morgan, heretofore considered the 
etrongest fortification In the United States. 
We have taken 1,500 prisoners, 100 pieces of 
ae.nr.on, and a vast quantity of small arms 
and munitions of war, also provisions enougb 
to feed the garrisons for six months. 

We haTe captured, and have ready for use, 
the ram TenneBfee, the strongest war vessel 
t float. Also several other war vessels, and 
have penned np at least three English block- 
ade runners. 

All this has cost the army one man killed 
and six wounded, and the navy the losa of the 
Tecnmeeh and a part of ber crew, and a very 
few casualties on other ships. ■

Terrible Disaster on the Lake— Loss op 
Lin. — We learn from the Sandusky Register 
the following particulars of the .Iobs 0? the 
schooner Mayflower, which reft Cleveland on 
last Friday: 

From James Sanderson, a boy of same flf- ' 
teen or Bixteen years of age, the oniy survivor 
ot all on board, we learned ou Saturday the 
paiticulajs cf the Ins of thes.hooner May- 
flower, Ceptain P. J. Averill, ot Port Huron, 
Oil the riicuth of Black river, on Friday tf.er- 
BOM last. She. left Cleveland that day with 1 
100 tOLS of coal for the Toledo Gas works I 
The crew consisted of Oapt. Averill, Mate 
Gecrge Ltrcoln, both of Port Huron, aud 
Archibald Simpson,' of Caronn, O. W , and our 
informant. Tbe Captain's wife and threa 
children were also on board, and his sister 
Tbe schooner was too heavily ladou, and ap- 
prehensions were felt for her st'eiy when 
leaving port. The mu was made to Avon 
Point in little over half an hour. 

On tbe approach of tho storm the captain 
attempted to make tho mouth of Black river 
to eFcape its fury. Failing ia this, part of tne 
deck load was thrown over, and much more 
washed off, the lee rail being for soma tiroa 
af.otunder water. Tbe attempt waa made 
to take in sail, but only with partial eucceas.

He is satisfied from what ba could 
learn that Wheeler's intentions were not to • 
attack the Federal forces at any point, and, in 
confirmation of this, he learned that oniy a 
trcall portion of them were armed with any- 
thing except piatols andBabres. Officers at-

At a 
point between Charleston and Riceville, em- 
racirg about five miles, our informant count- 
d two hundred and twenty-eight rails that 
Hid been so bent as to be utterly useless, 
wheeler was employed at this work about a 
week, mainly for tbe purpose, it is supposed, 
of "resting" his horses. 

The dei ots at Athens and Sweetwater were 
burned, but the Government had no property 
in either, and there was very little private 
freight. 

All ibe hones and mules in McMinn county 

suitable fcrEervice were gathered and taken 
off by the raiders; also, a large proportion of 
Ibe cattie snitab'e for bejef. They foraged npm 
tl I e country, and pretty wall swept the fjrme 
of all the shear-oats npfln tbem, while thay 
ce rsumtd and destroyed large quantities of 
green ex>rn. 

It is evident tbat Wheeler desired to mis- 
le cd tbe people as to the course he intended to 
tnke, as an order which ho purposely left at 
Mouse creek, in Monroe county, shows.

Upon bis arrival at 
Athens, there being no Federal troops there 
to dispute his occupation of the place, the 
town lell into his hands without even the 
show of resistance, the people hoping that by 
quietly submitting they would not be severe- 
ly dealt with. It seems that Wheeler had 
given orders or permission to bia men to help 
themselves to anything they wanted in the 
stores in the town, acd every establishment 
in the place wiis completely gutted. Wheeler 
then told bis men that the most valuable 
goods be onging to those stores were concaakd 
in tbe ptivnte dwellings of the citizens, and 
b de them go search, and every bouse waa 
thoroughly searched. The sanctity of no fam- 
ily was respected, and the ladies were, in 
many instances, treated in the rudest and 
moat inEulticg manner. 

The merchants of Athens ettimate their lore 
in goods and money at fully $25,000, while 
tbat ot tbe citizens will swell this sum very 
largely, fcr every house was despoiled of 
clotbicg and other valaables. 

The night of Friday, the day of their arrival 
at Athens, wes rainy and dark, and Wheeler's 
men Ipareded through the town with pine 
torches, swearing that they Intended to barn 
the place-, and great fears were entertained 
tbat they would carry their threats into exe- 
cution; but a heavy storm of rain and wind 
came up, which drove them off. Tbe severity 
of i hie storm waa greater than had been ex- 
perienced at that place for a great man" 
years, and to this providential interposition 
tbe citizens feel ie dne tbe safety of tbeir town 
from destruction byfire. 

Tte conduct of Wheeler's men in the sur- 
rounding country was marked by an equally 
reckless disregard of decency and gentlemanly 
bearing. Tbey entered housea and took every- 
thing tbey wanted, and made the women 
cook meals for them whenever they desired. 
They took hats, coats, and boots from men 
they met on the highways, and so deported 
ibimeelves as to leave the impression upon 
• be citizens that their officers had very little, 
if sny, control over them. In their foraging 
expeditions they were tearful cf bfing bush- 
» tacked, and if tbey saw a man dodging from 
i hem they were sure to discharge their piatols at 
bim. Oar informant heard o' no inatao.ee in 
wbicb a citizen fired npon them, nor did ha 
bear tbat in these foraging expeditions they 
killed or wounded any citizen, notwithstand- 
ing they shot a', snch repea'.eiilv. They cip- 
luiedamanby the name of Nelson, whom 
I hey accused of being a deserter from the rebsl 
army and a bushwhacker, and they shot him 
in r Athens, and the citizans ot tbe town 
buried bim. Our informant heard a report 
ihttt another man bad been shot some five or 
six miles west of Athens, but be waj unable 
to verify tbe report, and donb's its <rath. 

At Sweetwater, in Monroe connty, in which 
but one Union man resided, all the rest being 
Southern (ympatbizers, Wheelers men cap- 
tured two barrels of whiskey, upon which a 
large portion got gloriously drunk, and 
''turned tbiDga upside down generally." Tbey 
'• t..U ail tbe machinery of a fine flouring 
trill, betide bnrning the depot, as previously 
c%ttd, acd then fell to work npon the resi- 
dences of the citizens. They destroyed furni- 
ture, tore up clothing, beds and bedding, and 
elf snoyed almost everything that they conld 
fine). In tome instances they tore opea feather 
beds and poured mud into them, mixing mud 
trd leathers together. They left_ the little 
villeee ol Sweetwater a complete ruin. 

Philadelphia, in wbicb the Union sentiment 
largely predominates, escaped with very lit- 
tle damage, mainly because the column or 
eqnud viiiting it remained rober. In their ca- 
reer through McMinn and Mooroe counties 
thfy spared neither Unionist nor reb»l, recog- 
nizing neither in their depredations.

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Tobacco fob Soldibbs.— Tho Confederate 
auldiors have a tobacco ration, the Union 
soldiers do not, and the last Ooagr»S3 refused 
to add it to our soldiers' regular ration. A 
writer to the Tribune from the Army of the 
Potomac says it is not understood to be iu ac- 
cordance with the theory of our institutions 
to compel one set of men to follow the notions 
cf another set on questions of diet and medi- 
cine And yet here a.-o a few scare3 of 0 jn- 
Bressmen with hypocritical, super-refined, 
extra-punctilious notions and theories on the 
great tobacco question forcing some half a 
million of soldiers, citizen soldiers, to adopt in 
practice their side of the issue. It is pnro 
unadulterated tyranny, and of the meanest 
sort— that which would make your conscience 
the rule of another man's actions. History 
does not accord to the Smarts any grea 
"regard for the rights of their subjects when 
their own ideas or convenience ran counter to 
them; but King James contented himself 
with 'writiDg hie "Counterblast" against to 
bacco. He neither procured an act of Parlia 
ment nor promulgated an edict prohibiting iti 
use. It remained for the Con.?res3 of the 
United States to dictate thus unrighteous^ 
for under the circumstances the refusal to isius 
tobacco amounted to a deprivation of it. This 
on two insuperably accounts: first, that 
-theeoldier, not being paid reguUrly, aflen has 
no money to purchase; second, that, during 
active operations, sutlers are excluded, and 
there is no tobacco to bay. Congress was told 
this, knew this, but, with quids in their 
mouths, voted down tho amendment, and 
then went complacently home to en 
joy tho post-prandial cigar, with all 
the sweetB of digesting dinner and tobac 
co-reverie. Were none of them disturb 
cd by visions of haggard soldiers in heated 
trenches, eatiDg a junk of meat and three hard 
crackers, and then restless and discontent^ 
for want of the pipe which was their ia

ey to buy, and there is little tobacco to be 
Sught. Men who had used it every day for 
ten and twenty years have not smoked nor 
chewed since they exhausted what little stock 
they may have had when they left the lUppa- 
taonock. If any have been able to prosure a 
6upply since, they have paid twenty prices for 
it_say, half a month's pay for a common 
plug, enough for a week, which Government 
csuld issue at a cost of twenty- five cents. T here 
are teamsters, whose <fccasional trips to soma 
water-base have- enabled them to traffic in a 
small way, who have made thousands of dol- 
lars, for they sell at an advance of fi re hun- 
dred to one thousand per cent. And this is 
wrenched from a Btipend of sixteen dollars a 
month— and Congress is responsible. 

The question whether the use of tobacco 
works intne world more harm than good doel 
not enter into the case, for the case is anom- 
alous, exceptional, and transitory. Concede 
that the nicotian plant is as hurtful as it) 
enemieB ineist, to deprive the armies o! it on 
compulsion during this war, would not pmh 
he "Progr«S3of the Age" very coasiderably, 
nor on the contrary will its free use by the 
jiamaJjlock the wheels materially. One Of 
the arguments urged by grave Senators against 
tobacco for the soldiere was, that it would be 
injustice to those who do not use it. Well, 
quite as many do not eat beans, quite as many 
do not drink coffee, quite as many discard any 
one of the articles of the regulation ration 
while this is the only one the want of which 
to those who do want it is a real hardship. 

The writer after treating the question 
mainly as a matter of justice and kindness, 
lays there is another line of argument even 
more telling. Tobacco saves soldiers' lives - 
and in two ways, the one direct, th9 other 
indirect. The beBt medical authorities in 
this army, some cf them men who do not 
themeelves use It, declare that it is a natural 
antidote to the malaria that lurks in thiscli 
mate, and slowly poisons our soldiers. Tho 
hospital records show that in the case of orE 
cers— the test cannot bo applied to the men, 
for, poor fellows, they have none of them 
used it, bitter thanks to Congress— those 
who bavo been sick with camp fever and 
oiarrfcun come in a much large proportion 
from tho non-smok6rs and non chewen than 
from the opposite class 

If Buch is the cose with men who have sim^ 
ply continued in their former babits, how 
much warse would be the showing among 
those who have been compelled to cease, ju3t 
when most required, a habit of years' stand- 
ing? The indirect/effect upon their health and 
spirits, is, however, perhaps the most inruri 
ous of the two. Night marches have seemed 
as lcrg sgain for want of tobacco. Picket 
duty has been* more wearing and wearisome 
for want of tobacco. Time has hung heavily 
and cheerlessly in the trenches for want of 
tobacco. In camp the hours have 
restlessly, discontentedly for want of tobacco, 
The first result is that your confirmed nicotian 
loses in spirit and then he loses in health. 
Why, there are thousands here who long for 
the "piping times of peace," not because they 
are times of peace but because they are pipe- 
ing timeB.

Ciisilisa News raoM Atlanta.— The newn 
from Atlanta ia decidedly of a choerinR char- 
acter. Oar Nashville despatch announces that 
the advance of Sherman's army entered the 
rebel etronghold at eleven o'clock yesterday 
forenoon, and it was expected that the entire 
army would occupy the city before nightfall. 
In addition to the Nashville telegram, two 
despatches were received yesterday evening 
by General Ewing, from different parties 
at the front, saying that Sherman's 
advance had entered the Gate City. No 
details of the operations are given. 
{The repor b are very meagre, and there- 
ore not very satisfactory. Neither of 
the despatches stato that our army has occu- 
pied Atlanta— simply the advance. We hope 
that the statement is true; yet the thought 
willobtrnde that the announcem9nt'may pos- 
eibly be premature. None of the telegrams 
bear Gcreral Sherman's signature— they 
come from parties in the rear— yet the au- 
thors are high in authority, and occupy posi- 
tions to be well informed in regard to all ar- 
my movements. If it bad not been stated in 
such a positive maaner onco before that our 
advance occupied Atlanta, we would have 
no misgivings on the point now. 
We repeat, we sincerely hope that 
the reports are true. We know that 
Sheiman's army prepared for an imporant 
movement a few dajs ago, which was said 
must decide the fate of the Gate City— either 
resulting in its capture, or in defeat to our 
army. It is more than plausible that the 
movement was executed with a masterly 
-kill, and glorious victory has crowned our 
arms. We write at midnight, and do not 
think that any further reports will be received 
for the morning issue. W e await further de- 
tails with anxious interest. 

Jesse's Operations. — A correspondent 
writes us that Jesse claims that he did not 
murder the negroes at Ghent— that none 
were killed only those that were shot ia the 
attacks He further says that his men urged 
rto murder the entire party, but that he 
positively rtfusci to allow the barbarous act 
to be committed. If these facts are true, we 
will place one word to the credit of Jesse.and, 
when be is caught, will use our influence to 
have the authorities grant him the privilege 
of having a word to say about the minor de- 
tails of his execution — that is, whether the 
rope used shall be hemp or sea grass. Oa 
Tuesday night last, some of the outlaw gang 
otole fonr fine horses from the stable of Mr. 
Sanford, on whose farm, at last accounts, the 
guerillas were camped. Jesse says that it 
is bis intention, Providence kindly permit- 
titg, to remain in Henry county until after 
the draft takes place. He asserts that ala/ge 
number of the titfSMM of Trimble, Owen, and 
Carroll counties, who may be fortunate 
enough to draw a prize in the Federal lot 
tery, have agreed to join his command in pre- 
ference to eoing into the Union army. He 
is going to hold them to ther promise, and 
be ready to receive them with open arms as 
Boon as it may be officially announced that 
they have been drawn. It remaius 
with cur military authorities to decide wheth- 
er the robber chief shall "rule the roast" or 
cot. The guerillas arcs rectuiting very fast, 
and the band is growing quite formidable' 
Col. Buckley, of the Union army, has opened 
a recruiting rendezvous at Newcastle, but 
JtEae so thoroughly scouts the country and 
guards the roads, that Union men are pre- 
vented from making their way to the Federal 
camp, and enrolling themselves in the service 
of the United States. The guerillas are hav- 
ing their horses shod, and are preparing for 
an active campaign. On Thursday, fifty of 
the cand took possession of Furgnson's black- 
cmith-ebop, five miles from Newcastle. On 
the same day, seven of the gang were in 
Port Royal, and stated that they were on the 
lookout for a good camping-ground. If a 
company of veteran soldiers, well mounted 
and armed, was stationed at Newcastle, to act 
in concert with Col. Buckley's recruits, it is 
thought that the marauders might be exter- 
minated from the country. 



A Brilliant Exploit. — One day last weoi, 
Lieut. Rodgers, of the 48th Kentucky volun- 
teers, with six men from his regiment, was 
detailed to carry a despatch of great impor- 
tance frcm some point above Calhoun to Co'. 
Birge, commanding at Princeton, Kentucky. 
The expedition was full of danger, as his road 
was through a region cf country infested by 
guerilla bands. He was warned several times 
by Union men to return, as guerillas were 
lying in wait for him, and it was certain 
danger to proceed. The Lieutenant knew 
the importance of the me3sage entrusted to 
his care too well to think about fear, and, in 
spite of repeated warnings, pressed forward. 
When near Charleston, he captured a roving 
character on horseback, who informed him 
that a band of guetillas was guarding the 
road directly in his front. He advanced 
with more caution, and, soon was confronted 
by a party of fifteen outlaws. The little 
squad of Federal troops was not to be over- 
awed by show of numbers, and, riding steadi- 
ly forward, firing with their carbines, force! 
the guerillas to retreat about a mile, where 
ih«f were reinforced by another portion of the 
band, making the whole number thirty arcied 
mem. The guerillas were sure of easy vic- 
tory, and demanded the Lieutenant to sur- 
render. Not daunted in the least by a force 
numrering six times his own, Rodgers or 

ered bis men to keep close together, and fi^ht 
to the last. A brisk skirmish at once com- 
menced. The little handful of Federal sol- 
diers exchanged a few rounds with the out- 
laws', then, nerving themselves for a despe- 
rate effort, charged gallantly forward. So 
swift and impetuous was the onset 
that onr soldiers swept through the 
guerilla line, throwing them into 
confusion and scattering them in 
every direction. The thieves were panic 
Stricken, and could not be rallied for another 
Eght. They fled, leaving the Lieutenant and 
bis six gallant braves in full possession of the 
road. Three gierillas, with their horses, equip- 
ments, and arms, were captured; also a mulo, 
a rebel lieutenant's uniform, and a roll of 
count) y jeans. The horse and uniform be- 
longed to Lieutenant Brown, and in the pocket 
of his coat was found an oath of allegiance 
filled up with his name, taken at Bowling 
Green. An invitation from a good rebel citi- 
zen for the guerilla to come and dine with 
bim was also brought to light. Lieutenant 

Rodgers arrived at Princeton in safety, taking 
with him Lis prisoners and spoils. His expe- 
dition was full of daring and dash, and he and 
his men are deserving of honest praiso. 



Arbisted akd Bailed Out. — Yestsrday 
evening, Jennie Taylor and Kate Shafer, a 
couple of up-town prostitutes, engaged in a 
rather unladylike pastime, by stoning a bug- 
gy driven by Mr. Harman. Mr. H. tried to 
escape from them, but they followed him 
from the corner of Lafayette and Preston 
streets to Hancock and Green, pelting him 
with stones. Officers Foreman and lletz sud- 
denly appeared abont this time and spoiled 
the fun- The cyprians took to their heels, 
and sailed rapidly down the pavements, close- 
ly pursued by the officers. Two doors north 
of Madison street the flying pair were over- 
taken and made prisoners. The officers con- 
veyed them to jail, and placed them in the 
"jug" for safe keeping. A short time after, 
Mr. Henry Johnson came down and went on 
the bond of the fair frail ones for their ap- 
pearance before the Police Court this morn- 
ing. , , 

Killed While Attempting to Escape.— 
About three o'clock yesterday morning, Wm. 
Mitchell, a private of co. A, 2d Kentucky 
rebel cavalry, wto wa3 captured in Morgan 
county, Kentucky, on the 28:h of January 
last, and brought to this city and confined in 
the Military Prison, attempted to make his 
escapo and was shot by the guard, a soldier of 
the 139th Indiana volunteers. Mitchell was 
being conducted from the barracks to the 
outer enclosure of the prison, and, when with- 
in forty feet of the sentry on duty at the gate, 
he started on a full run, expecting to break 
past him and make his escape. The guard 
who had him in charge calculated well the 
position, and immediately raised his gnu and 
fired. Mitchell fell pierced through the heart 
with a musket ball, and instantly expired. In 
shooting the prisoner, the guard was simply 
performing an act of duty.

Every re 
source is levied upon which can supply luxu 
ries, while urbanity, promptitude, and whole 
seme cookery woo the visitor to make the 
St. Oharles his favorite placa of entertain- 
ment. 

MV* Adam Johnson, the guerilla leader, 
was taken prisoner in Trigg county, at the 
house of Garland Sims, not Wiley Sims. Hi 
wes badly wounded, the ball entering direct 
ly behind the lek eye, cutting the optic nerve, 
passing out through the right eyeball, and 
permanently destroying bis sight. The place 
of his capture was one mile suuth of Walfo- 
nia. General Hoboon, when parolling him to 
report at Henderson as soon possible, requsst- 
ed that he should be hospitably cared for, and 
treated him as tenderly as if he had been a 
brother. To enable his relatives to know the 
condition of Johnson, and his location, in or- 
der to take proper care of him, we have re- 
ceived this informatioa from Mr. Fent Sims, 
the son of the gentleman in whose house he 
ecught refuge after his terrible wound. 

Akotbir Rebel Invasion of Western 
Kentucky. — The New Albany Ledger 
of yesterday evening bes information, 
which It deems of a reliable char- 
acter, that the rebel General Buford is 
preparing for another raid into Western Ken- 
tucky. The advance, three hundred men, 
mo.de their appearance at Graves, McCracken 
county, this week, causing great consterna- 
tion. A considerable body of troops are at 
May field for the protection of that part of the 
ccuntry. The inhabitants are hard at work 
fortilying the public square, which incloses 
the court-house. It is believed an attack will 
be mode on both May field aud Paducah with- 
in ten days. 



"Dr. E. O. Brown, Surgeon in charge of 
our Military Prison, sends us a note correct- 
ing the statement made by Mr. Wickliffe at 
the Chicago Convention, to the effect that the 
female prisoners there were confined in damp, 
dark, and filthy cells. The Doctor says such 
is not the fact, but they are quartered in a 
good dwclliDg-houBe, well-ventilated, and 
dry, and are as comfortable as conld be expect- 
ed under the circumstances. More than this, 
they are cheerful and happy. 

Rebil Deserters. — Two hundred and 
forty-three deserters from the rebel army yes- 
terday took the oath of amneety, and were 
~"-nt north of the Ohio river to remain during 
the war. They are representatives of nearly 
every Stato in the Southern Confederacy, and 
deserted Hood's army at Atlanta. Indiana is 
the favored Bpot chosen by them for a futnre 
borne.

Drowned. — David Williams, aged twelve 
years, son of Mr. W. 0. Williams, steamboat 
paintor, while playing on the keclboat J. S. 
Porter, at the foot of Bullitt street yesterday, 
accidentally lost his balance, and fell over- 
board. He struggled manfully in the water, 
but sank, and was drowned. After he had 
been down somo time, a deck-hand named 
Henry Drees, from the Science, dived to the 
bottom of the river and recovered the body. 
Life was found to be eitinct, and the young 
form was sadly borne to a sorrowing home. 



Henry Sanders, charged before the 
Police Court with stealing a horse from Spen- 
cer county, was taken to Taylorsviile yester- 
day, by officer Sinkhorn, and there proved 
himself to be innocent of the charge. It ap- 
pears that the horse in question was stolen by 
a guerilla, and exchanged for a better one a. 
Mr. Muir's, in Taylorsviile. Mr. M. sold the 
horse to Sanders. Mr. S., on the establish- 
ment of this fact, was honorably discharged 
from custody. 

Railway Accident. — On Thuisday the 
three hind cars ot a train laden with artillery 
supplies got detached from the others, on au 
up grade, a mile and a half from Nashville, 
on the Chattanooga II ailroad. An engine that 
was following came into collision with thru, 
killing ten horses in the last car, and daunt? 
ing the other two to such an extent that their 
roofs had to be removed to get at tho poor an- 
imals. 



The Nashville train was detuned 
over an hour last evening, owing to work- 
men being engaged in repairing a trestle on 
the main stem. A full trip of passengers was 
brought up. A company of guerillas, said 
to be Johnson's men, were taken on board at 
Bowling Green, brought to Louisville, and 
turned over to Captain Pratt, of the Military 
Prison. 

Prisoners of War.— Two hundred and 
eighty-seven rebel prisoners of war were yes- 
terday sent Nc: th from the Military Prison in 
this city — twenty-one commissioned officers 
to Johnson's Island, and two hundred and 
sixty- six enlisted men to Camp Chase. They 
were a portion ot the five hundred received 
from Nashville on Thursday. 

Accident. — A German carpenter, employed 
on the building of Mr. Simm9, on Main street, 
while engaged in fitting a joist, yesterday 
evening, slipped, and fell from the third story to 
the pavement below, injuring himself so bad- 
ly that it was thought he would die in a tew 
hours. His family reside in the upper part of 
the city. We did not learn his name. 



Walker's Exchange has received a 
new supply of shell oysters and additions to 
its general larder, which will gratify all 
epicures.

The train on the way to New Albany 
from Chicago, on Wednesday night, encoun- 
tered an ox team beyond Salem, and up3et 
the wagon and killed an ox, but not before he 
kicked the head-light off the locomotive. 

tST" A train on the Louisville and Nash- 
ville railroad was fired into, on Thursday, 
between Second creek and Franklin, Ken- 
tucky. No damage done. 



the following from the Nashville Dsspatch of 
yesterday: 

Intelligence was received here Wednesday 
evening tbat Wheeler, with a considerable 
force, had appeared tois side of Murfroesboro, 
and commenced the work of destroying the 
Nashville and Chattanooga Railroad. Gjc. 
Ronsseau immediately took afcrca and startsd 
in pursuit of the bold raider, and, about 11 
o'clock Wednesday night, eccouutered toe 
rebel pickets in the vicinity of the Lunatic 
Asylum, seven miles from the city, one o* 
v-homwas captured. The prisoner reported 
ihat Wheeler, with his whole force, was be- 
tween Antiochaud Muifreesboro. Early yes- 
terday morning, General Rousseau met the 
rebel force, und;r Wheeler himsMf, about too 
miles out from the city, on the Murt'ceeaboro 
pike, when a 9piiited esgegement, or rather 
siirmisb, ensued, which was continued for 
several hours, when the rebels gavo way, and 
Ronsseau commenced driving them. At one 
o'clock, Rousseau was within four miles of 
Lavergne, still driving the rebels along 
toward the latter place. They stubbornly 
contested tho ground, and Bkirniishiag had 
been pretty lively for the nreviou3 hour. 

A despatch from Gen. Milroy at Tullahoma, 
dated at 10:40 yesterday forenoon, states that 
there are no rebels south of that place, as far 
as ascertained that morning, though the tale- 
graph line l.hd been cut batween Decherd and 
Cowan on Wednesday evening. Gen. Milroy 
reports that the railroad track was tora up 
and the telegraph wires cat four miles north 
Of Bellbuekie on Wednesday night, and that 
artillery firing was heard in the dirsction of 
li uiiressbcro. 

A reb*l force of about two hundred aod 
fifty appeared at the tunnel on tne Nashville 
ana Chattanooga Railroad, near Cowan, and 
fired on the guard, bus did no damage. They 
then skedaddled. 

• The road is in running order from Chattv- 
nogato Bellbuekie, nineteen miles south ot 
Murlreesboro. This fact indicates taat the 
main body cf Wheeler's force is this side of 
Mmfreesboro. At half-past two o'clock, G'.a. 
Rousseau was still driving Wheeler's forces 
slowly, and they were stubbornly resisting, 
baviag reached a point within two and a halt 
miles of Lavergto. Later intelligence re- 
ports that the head of Wheeler's colunn left 
the Mmfreesboro pike, goiug to the right, at 
about 10 o'clock, and the rear of ' bis column 
left about 3 o'clock, the whole moving for the 
Tennessee and Alabam* Railroad, in the di- 
rection of Franklin. Skirmishing had been 
kept up all the while. After a britf rest, 
Rousseau started in pursuit of Wheeler. 

The force with Wheeler is estimated at 4,000, 
the greater portion being mounted on malea, 
His movement on the Tennessee and Ala- 
bama Rai'road leaves the impression that be 
anticipates a junction wit < Forrest and Roddy 
at some point on the line of that road. 

The 1st Tennessee cavalry lost lour killed 
and twelve wounded. We beard nothing as 
to the loes of other regiments engaged agaiust 
Wheeler. So far as we could- learn, between 
fifty and seventy-five wounded were brought 
in yesterday. 

Intelligence was received here yesterday 
forenoon that the track of the Nashville and 
Chattanooga Railroad had been torn up and 
burned for a distance of four miles south ot 
Lavergne, and fires were seen burning all of 
Wednesday night in the direction of that 
place. It was reported that Lavergne had 
been borne d, though no confirmation of tb.s 
report bas been received. 

It was reported iu the city yesterday tha. 
Wheeler was destroying ihe railroad as he fell 
b.ck before General Rousseau, but there is no 
confirmation of this rumor. In the work oi 
destroying the road south o! Lavergne, th* 
rebels attacked and captured Stockade No. 3, 
and the garrison, who were guarding the 
bridge at that point, which they burned. They 
also captnred a nomber of trackmen and fifty 
or sixty negroes, who were pressed ioto the 
service to carry wood and fence-rails, to be 
used in burning the track of the railroad. We 
could not learu the extent of the damage done 
to the railroad, but it is supposed to be con 
eiderable. 

A gentleman who came from Lebanon yes- 
terday, reported that Wharton's (rebel) cav 
airy had occupied that place. 

At a late honr lest night we learned that the 
telegraph wires on tho Tennessee and Alabima 
Railroad had been cut between this city aud 
K-anklin, and that the train was fired upon 
Lear Brentwood. This would seem to indi- 
cate that Wheeler's advance had already 
e'luck the road. 

There were rumors flying aboat the city 
yesterday that Gen. Roud3eau bad been se- 
verely wounded. These rumors have no 
foundation.

Her hnsband 
is a brakeman on tbe Chattanoega Railroad 
He was absent from home at the time the 
uagedy occurred.

Nashvillx, September 2. 

Gen. Sherman's advaice entered Atlanta 
this morning at 1 1 o'clock. The whole Fed- 
eral force will enter to-day. 

Several mile8 of the Nashville and Chatta- 
nooga Railroad wa9 burned by Whee'.er'e 
forces yesterday. Qen. Kousseau drove the 
rebel force to within three miles of Lavergne, 
late in the afternoon yesterday, moetiig with 
stubborn resistance. L*to intelligenc3 re- 
ports that the bead of Wheeler's column left 
the liutfreesboro pike, going to the right. At 
3 o'clock tho whole ioice was moving for the 
Tennessee and Alabama Rii'road, in the di- 
rection uf Franklin, with Rousseau in close 
pufsuit. Persons just in from Franklin re 
port that town in tho bands of Wheeler's 
forces, he having entered and captured it la:t 
night. Particulars are not yet received. Our 
casualties in yesterday's skirmishing were & 
killed. Filty or seventy- five wounded were 
brought in. 

A Email body of rebels fired on a trs in on 
the T. ar d A. Railroad, a'. Braentwood, oisut 
miles from here. The rebel loes yesterdiy 
was eight killed and 5 .'teen wounded. Wecap- 
tured a number of prisoners. There is no tel- 
egiaphic communication south of this point. 

The river has feet water iu the channel, 
and tailing. 

Washinotoh, Sept. 2. 
The following is the concluding portion of 
Admiral Farragut's offi oial despatch to the 
Navy Department. The whole conduct of 
the officers of Forts Gaines and UorgAU pre- 
sents euch a striking contrast in moral prin- 
ciples, that I cannot tail to remark opon it. 
'Jul. Anderson, who commanded the former, 
finding Limit U in a perfectly untenable posi- 
tion, and encumbered with a superfluous 
number of conscripts, many of whom were 
mere boys, determined to surrender a fjrt 
which he could not defend, and, ia this de- 
teimination, was supported by all hi3 officers 
cave one. But from the moment he hoisted 
the white flag he rscrupulocsly kept every- 
thing Intact, and in that condition delivered 
it over, while Paige and his officers, with a 
childish Epi'e, destroyed the guns which 
•:ej said they wonid defend to the last, but 
v. Lich they never defended at all, and threw 
away or broke those weapons which they 
bad not manliness to u*e agaiust their ene- 
mies. 

Fort Morgan never fired a gun after the 
commencement or the bomoardment, and the 
advance pickets of our army were actually on 
Its glacis. As 1 r :ore stated, the ceremony of 
surrender took place at two o'clock P. M., and 
tbat same afternoon all the garrison were sent 
to New Orleans on the United States steamers 
Ttnnessee ar.d Bienville, where they arrived 
saftly.

The Bristol (East Tennessee) Gazette of ths 
25th ult. says that tbe Union cavalry forces 
charged into Rogereville, nnd captured the 
Hon. J. B. Beizekel, Col. Walker, Lieut. 
Blevans, and tbe Provost Marshal, together 
with 19 privates. Three of tht prisoners were 
shot in cold bleed by a deserter irom tbe rebel 
army.

No cue on board, either of the crew or passen- 
gers, was hurt,- and no injury was done the 
boat, though quite eighty shots were fired iu 
all. 

As'beMcGiL' paesed Gaines's Landing the 
gunboat Louisville was shelling the woods in 
that vicinity, but as there was no response it 
ia supposed the guerillas had moved back to 
the interior. • , 

The despatch boat Natural was fired into 
recently at Island Ninety-eight, by a gang of 
these pests, but escaped uninjured and with- 
ont losing or having a man wounded. 

Large bodies of guerillas have, it is sai l, 
crossed from Arkanees to Mississippi within 
the past week at a point in the vicinity of 
Helena.

SHAKER SERMON— NO. 10. 

BY H. L. ttuk SOPT* WIOE. KINTUCKV 
AC8. 21, 1864. 

Te the unprejudiced and unbiassed mind, 
after eo much Having been (said, the forthei 
proEecution of the subject of the Qodsbip and 
pre-existence oi Christ, mu9t eeem supsrero- 
gatorr— a waste of time and unsecesaarv 
trial of their patience. To all such, nothing 
further can be necessary. But to those wh, 
have had these false ideas ground down deep- 
ly into their rery souls by a hireUng priest- 
hood, from early infancy to old age, it seem 
that something more should be said; fori 
appears that, as long as one single text of 
Scripture remaiss unexplained they will still 
fall behind that, as an impregnable rampart, 
which truth dare not acsail, forgetting that 
they bare already yielded their strongest 
forti6cations and that it is folly to still try 
to save themselves behind their weaker ones. 
So firmly fixed b&s been the idea that Christ 
Jesus was superhuman, and hence not a prac- 
tical example lor mere mortal man, that, after 
yielding points and principles which destroy 
their Btereotjped and Uhe notions of Him, 
they still remain obstinate and will not yield 
until they are driven into the "last ditch," or 
so long as they can find ia Holy Writ one 
single prop to sustain their confessedly false 
position. • 

So 1 bjg your fcrbca-aace whib 1 introiuoe 
to your notice all .those texts of Scripture 
which are claimed to support the false dogrqa 
of the Godship and pre-existence of Christ. 

First— It is said, in order to prove the eter- 
nity and Godship of Christ, that be was a 
"Lamb slain from the foundation of the 
world." Rev. xiii:8. Oi this I will remark, 
1st, if this has reference to a r re-existent 
spirit or angr.l, we have no knowledge of such 
spirit or angel having been slain, and if such 
spirit had been anointed the Lord's Christ, 
and was slain, this slaying must have been tho 
work of God, which is neither sensible nor 
probable; and, if it be further contended that 
Such Christ was God himself, and was slain, 
God then must have committed suicide! To 
such absurd conclusions do wroag positions 
lead us. 2d, if it has reference to Christ — "the 
man Christ Jesns"— it will not ba contended 
that he w as slain before Christ Jesns came 
into existence; henco it must either have bean 
prospective or reference had to the New 
World, not the old. In which ease the sen- 
tence must contain an ellipsis, to ba supplied 
thus: A lamb slain from the foundation of 
the [new] — or, as elwehere expressed, before 
the foundation of the [new]— world [was com- 
pleted], which foundation was not completed 
previous to his second appearing. 0. which 
I shall speak hereafter. 

Second — "Jesus Cbrut the same yesterday, 
to-day, and forever."— Heb. xiil: 8. It is sup- 
posed that the Apostle here affirms the in- 
mutability and consequently the Godship of 
Christ. By reading the context, it will be 
readily discovered that it was only his con- 
stancy, or fixedness of pnrpose, and unwaver- 
1 .<? devotion to the will of his Father. He 
sets before them this virtue for their imita- 
tion : "Be not earned about by divers Strang" 
doctrines; for it is a good thing that the heart 
be^eetablished with grace." — Heb. xiii: 9. As 
to fixedness of purpose, constancy, and un- 
flinching integrity and adherence to truth, 
his immutability is not denied; nor can the 
same be denied of other good men and wom-n 
who reside in His new Heavons; for, "Heroin 
is our love made perfect, that we may have 
boldness in the day of judgment: became at 
he it, so art we in this world." — 1 Jno. iv: 17. 

Third — "Where two or three are gathered 
together in my name, there am I ia the 
midst of them."— Matt xviii: 20. It Is sup- 
posed by this that Christ attached to him- 
Belf the attribute of ommpretence. This can 
the most readily be explained by reference to 
other texts. The Apostle Paul says: "Fori, 
verily absent in body, am present In spir. 
it, having judged already as though 1 were 
p esent" [in bodv], 1 Cor. v: 3. "For though 
I am absent in the flesh, yet I am with you in 
the spirit, joying and beholding your order 
And lha ataodfaatneaa of jrnnr f*ith in Christ." 
Col. ii: 5. So, then, if the former proves the 
ubiquity of Christ, the latter proves the same 
of Paul. What is true of one is true of the 
other. 

Fourth — Omniscience is thought to ba as- 
cribed to Christ by the Apostle where he says: 
"In whom are hid all the treasures of wisdom 
and knowledge."— Col. li: 3. Ia turning to 
the text, we find it not only applicable to 
Christ, but God is included. Verse 2 reads: 
"That their hearts might be comforted, being 
knit together in love, and unto all riches of 
the full assurance of understanding, to the 
acknowledgment of the mystery of GWand 
of the Father, and of Christ; in whom [Goi 
and Christ] are hid all the treasures of wisdom 
and knowledge." 

But if it be contended that it only has refer- 
ence to Christ, I would then cite you to whit 
the Apostle Fays elsewhere. He says to the 
Bomacs: "I myself am persuaded that ye are 
also filled with all knowledge." — Rom. xv: 14. 
Again : "I thatk ruy God always on your be- 
half, that in every thing yd are enriched br 
him, in all ntterance and in all knowledge " 
1 Cor. i: 4, 5. What is proved for one U 
proved lor the other. If tho former gives to 
Christ the attribute of omniscience, it gives 
the same to both Romans and Corinthians. Be 
sides, Christ denies the possession of this at- 
tribute by telling us that there were many 
things he did not know. 

Fifth— "I am Alpha and Omega, the be- 
ginning and the ending, said the Lord, which 
is, and which was, and which is to come, the 
Almighty."— Rev. i: 8. This is either wil- 
fully or ignorantly referred to Jesus Christ, 
who, it is said, declares be is the Almighty. 
But as the text itself says it is the Lord tin; 
speaks — we need not refer it to another. It is 
admitted that verses 16, 17, and 18, refer to 
Christ— "A sharp, two edged sword [of tiu-.b] 
goeth out of bis mouth" &c. — and if he is first 
and last, it most refer to the new creation, of 
-which he is firs', and last; as, also, the "au- 
thor and finisher of our faith." And if "ns 
that now liveth was dead" (verse 18), it can- 
not rifer to the Almighty, of whom it cannot 
be said, was ever dead in any seise of the 
term. 

Sixth — I have heretofore commented on and 
explained the first chapter of Hebrews and 
Colossian?, where it speaks of God making 
the world by Christ, &c, bnt I did not notice 
the 8th verse of 1st chapter of Hebrews: "But 
unto the Son he saith: Tsy throne, 0 God, 
is forever and ever: a sceptre of righteousnesi" 
is the sceptre of thy Kingdom." The 9;h 
veise shows that the God ship spoken of is in 
the subordinate sense. It reads thus : Thou 
hast loved righteousness and hated iniquity, 
therefore God, even thy God, hath anointed 
thee with the oil of gladness above thy fel- 
lows. It is easily perceived here that ther j 
was a God above Christ that anointed him, 
and if Christ were the Almighty, or Bom.- 
high created spirit, it would be a question of 
seme importance to learn who his fellows 
.weie^t'ove whom he was anointed. 

Sevcjnth— "Unto us a child is born, unto us a 
son is given, and his name shall be callel 
wonderful counsellor, the Mighty God, the 
everlasting Father, the prince of peace."— Isa 
ix: 6. It will be perceived that it was a 
child and son to whom these titles were to be 
given. A son — somebody's son, was to be 
called the Mighty God, &2. This prophecy 
has been fulfilled to the letter; for the "Son cf 
Man," Christ Jesus, has not only been calleJ 
the Mighty God, but many have gone so far as 
to call him the Almighty God I I need only 
further remark, that any body's eon havine 
been called or being cMled the mighty or Al- 
mighty does not make him so, ia our sense cr 
these terms. There is but one Almighty 

Moses and others were called God even mag. 

istrates were called Gods. Again: Tha 
prophet Jeremiah, spiking of the son, say 
"In bis days Judah shall be saved, and Israel 
shall dwell safely, and this is the name where- 
by he shall be call, d tho Lord onr right-nous 
cess."— Jtr. xxii ■.: 6. Also the same prophe', 
doubtless referrirgto the second appearing of 



Cbiist is the female, says: "This is the nama 
wherewith she shall be called the Lord our 
righteousness."— Jer. xxxiii: 16. If the first 
proves the son to bo the Almighty G id, the 
latter proves ae mcca ,or the daughter; but 
it does not prove this of either. "Hear, 0 
Israel, the Lord oar God is one Lord."— Mark 
lit: 29. 

Eighth — "Let this mind be in you, which was 
also in Christ Jesus; who, being in the form 
of God, thought it not robbery to bo eqao.1 
with Gcd."— Phil, ii: 5, 6. The qae3tion 
which legitimately arises here, is: Wh-it 
micd wes it that was in Christ which Pan', 
wished also to be in the Philltpians? Accord- 
ing to the text it was evidently this: "To 
think it not robbery to be equal with God." 
He says Christ thought eo, and wishes and 
advises them to be of the same mind. It is 
this mind that made Christ God — the same 
mind made the Phillipians God. This is only 
a different form of expressing the sama idea 
which Christ himself expressed. That he 
"was one with the Father, and the disciples 
one with him," so that those who are one, 
in and for any purpose, are in that pur- 
pose in a certain sense equal. Christ 
more clearly expressed it than Pan 1 , 
though both evidently meant the same 
t inp, as Paul was citing Christ as their ex- 
ample in all things. Hence it was no robbery 
for the faithful to consider thcmselvej equal 
with Christ, nor Christ with God, in the sense 
In which they were one, " God beiag in them 
all to will and to do." Farther, who being in 
the form of (or conformed to) God, the faith- 
ful being also in the form of (or conformed to) 
Christ, to God. Nothing mysterious about it. 
Again, " Being found in fashion as a man 
(whilst he was in the form of God), he hum- 
bled himself, and became obedient unto death; 
wherefore (in consequence of this obedience), 
Gcd hath highly exalted him, 4c, that every 
tongue Bhall confess that Jesus Christ is the 
Lord, to the glory of God the Father; where- 
fore, my beloved, as ye have always 
obeyed (es Christ did), work out your 
salvation with fear and trembling, for It 
is God that worktlh in you both (Chritt 
and you), to will and to do ' for his 
gocd pleasure." — Phil, ii : 8 to 14. By what 
has been said, it is easily seen in what the 
{quality consisted. Whom God commissions, 
what he does, Ood does, in which they are 
equal without robbery. "The Father in ma 
BLd I in you" — all one. Adam Clarke, Til 
liteon, Whison, and others deny the present 
rendering, making it appoar that Christ did 
not arrogate to himself to be equal with God, 
bnt I feel no necessity of availing myself of 
the advantage of their rendering. 

Ninth — "He that hath seen me hath seen 
the Father."— John xiv:9. Jesus did not ex- 
pect Philip to understand that he was both 
the Sen and the Father, personally, nor that 
he was the Father of the Son ; but that he 
manifested the attributes and fatherly charac- 
ter of God, which they could see. Whoever 
sees the attributes of God sees God. Jesus 
manifested these attributes; whosoever there- 
fore saw him saw God. Henee Jesus told 
the truth in saying, "He that seeth me seeth 
the Father." 

Tenth— "In him [Christ] dwelleth the full- 
ness of the God-head bodily."— Col. ii: 9 
The ectential signification of the term God- 
head is "Divine nature or ettence." That this 
dwelt in Jesus rfone will be inclined to deny ; 
but it dees not make him the Supreme. This 
same essence is in all true Christians (2 Pet 
i: 4). 

Eleventh— "God manifest in the flesh, jus- 
tified in the spirit, seen of angels, preached 
unto the Gentiles, believed on in the world, 
received np into glory." — 1 .Tins, iii: 16. This 
text is als« donbted and has other renderings; 
but I will only say it cannot be denied that 
God was manifested in the flesh [of the man 
Christ Jesus who was], justified in the spirit, 
preached to the Gentiles, believed on in the 
world, and received up into glory. 

Twelfth— "Yet Michael, the Arch-angel, 
when contending with the devil, he disputed 
about the body of Moses, he durst not bring 
a railing accusation," &c— Jude ix. 

If there are any who think, that this Michael 
to whom Jude referred his brethren, was a 
pre-existent, spiritual Christ, who was going 
about in the wilderness incog, and there met 
with the devil, the great enemy of God, when 
a contention arose between them about the 
corpse of Moses, I would suggest that they 
had not found the true exegesis. 

When we turn to Deuteronomy, we fiad an 
account of the death of Moses and his bari* 1 , 
in the land of Moab, over against Batbpeor, 
e.nd the people mourning about it— but we 
find no account of the contention spoken of 
by Jude. The place of bis sepulchre war 
kept eecret, but those who bnried him must 
have known where the remains were interred 
and if it was secreted from the multitude, it 
was, of course, by order of his successor 
Joebua, who was the Christ that ruled in the 
matter, 

The idea is extremely Indicrons to imagine 
ttat a foreign angel, Michael, wrested the 
corpee from the people, when another foreign 
invisible angel, seeing it, comes in on the side 
of tee people to restore it to them, when a 
contention ensued botween these foreign in- 
visibles in "the woods," somewhere in the 
land ef Moab. I cannot close in with such 
literalization of the words of Jude. He was 
evidently speaking to them, as he says, of 
things they hod known, and cited Michael's 
conduct, under the most trying clrcim 
s'ences, as an example for their imitation. 

But the corpse of Moses was not the body 
referred to by Jude. That corpse cou'd not 
be call d the body of Moses after he had pit 
it off, any more than any other lump of clay. 
The body of Mcses spoken of, was that which 
was Instituted and made under the Mosaic 
law. Here, then, is where the contention 
exis'ed. Christ himself arose out of the body 
of Moses, and Christ's body, or church, was 
formed out of it, which was an all sufficient 
cause to create a contention between him and 
the deiil in the Pharisees, or devilish Phari- 
sees; and that such disputat : on as spoken of 
did exist, both Jude and those whom he ad- 
dressed very well knew, and if Christ is to be 
understood as meint by the term Michael, it 
must have been the anointed Jesus to whom 
Jude pointed them for an example. No mys- 
tery abour it; no pre-existent Christ; no un 
originated devil, tub rota. 

Thirteenth— "Thou lovedst me before the 
foundation of the world." It must not be for- 
gotten that I have told yon that thess expres 
sions have reference to the new world that wa3 
mBda by Christ. Notice Timothy: "Accord- 
it g as he bath chosen ut before the foundation 
of the world."— 2 Timothy ii: 9. What the 
text proves for the me that was loved, it also 
proves for ut that were chosen Further: "God 
bath in these last days epoken to us by his 
Son, whom he hath appointed heir of all 
things; by whom also he made the [new] 
worlds."— Hebrews i: 2. It may be thought 
this cannot refer to the new world without 
conflicting with verses 10 and 11: "And thou 
Lcrd, in the beginniEg hast laid the founda- 
tions of the earth, and the heavens are the 
wotk of Thy hands. They shall perish, bu' 
Then remainest; and they shall wax 
old as doth a garment, and as a vesture 
shalt Thou fold them up, and they shall be 
changed," 4c. Whether we consider that 
the new heavens in the latl days, in verse 
2, and that which th9 Lord made in the be 
ginning, verse 10, were the same or not, 'I see 
no conflict; for the new heavens of the first 
appearing of Christ did perish and pass away 
as predicted. The same may be said of the 
old heavens; they aho waxed oji as a garment 
end passed away from all who entered the 
new heavens. 

Fourteenth— The Apostle Paul says: "Jesus 
was made a little lower than the angels" (03 
the first man Adam was); I am asked, "If 
Jesus was made lower than the angels, can he 
be the person of whom it is said, 'When he 
bringeth his first-begotten into the world let 
all the angels of God worship him?' " "This 
must, after all, be God himself, as he only is 
o be worshipped." If this is tbe pivot on 
vbich the question turns, tho claim to a pre- 
existent "Spirit Christ" is destroyed; but re- 
ference is had to neither. Tho term worship 



Is used in n modified sc 3r According to 
Webster, "to reepect; to honor; to treat with 
civil reveronce," is to worship: Hence, the 
anointed Jesus was the man to be thus re- 
spected ry angels: For he beicg made, as we 
were, a little lower than the angels, "yet for 
the auffeiing of death [of the carnal nature] 
he was crowned with glory and honor" (v. 2 
91 and thus, being made so much better than 
the angels, be by inheritance obtained amore 
excellent name than they." — Heb. i: 4. 
"Therefore when he, tho first begotten, was 
brought forth [born out of a sinful nature] 
into the [new] world" or order, than 1st the 
aEgels of God respect him." Thus it was, the 
anointed man Jesns became an object of ven- 
eration to the angels, by virtue of his owu 
good works. No being who is higher than 
another by virtue of their creation, can be for 
that reason, an object of veneration; because 
they merit neither honor nor dishonor for 
that which they could not avoid. The oli 
saw, "pretty is, as pretty does," will hold good 
in things spiritaal as well as natural. 

Fifteenth— It is truly affirmed, that "Christ 
the second Adam,we& a quickening spirit." I 
am asked, was this Je3ue? I answer, most 
ceit:(inly, the anointed Jesus; but flesh, blood, 
and bones were not Jesns, any more than such 
are the real person of any one of ns. J?- us 
was inside of all that. The hands, tha ey>s 
tbe brain, and organs of speech were the mm- 
ifester of the anointed Jesus, or Christ. The 
commissioned, the anointed, the qaickened 
Jeeus was the manifested, and was the "quick- 
ening spirit." It would be j ust as pertinent to 
t'L-k in relation to the first man who "bscame 
a living soul," was that Adam? since we 
can with the same facility of reasoning call 
Jcs6ub a 1 quickening spirit" as we can coll Ad. 
am a "livingsonl." Again: If the teeond Ad- 
am, whom we say was the quickening tpirit, 
was created before the old world or visible 
universe, when was the first Adam croated? 
Or was the first Adam created after tbe 
second?(!) If so, he whom we call the first 
Adam and type of the second Adam mint 
have been created after the antitype/— the 
print made before the type! — the second crea- 
ted befort the first! I Lord Bacon himself, 
with all bis metaphysical subtlety, could not 
reconcile this as a paradox. But after all, this 
quickening spirit was a man- -"the man Christ 
Jesus" and not the Supreme, nor a foreiga 
pre-existent spirit. Thu3, it seems to me, you 
cannot sufficiently blind your eyes to truth, 
as cot to see tho absolute Impossibility o: 
reconciling tbe Godship and pre-existent 
theory of Christ either with the Scriptures 
or with reason. 

But, further, if Christ wai Gid supreme, or 
pre- existed with God. and was created before 
tbe first earthly Adam, it is impossible that 
he should be the second Adam, or second to 
Adam in any sense. He, being a pure spirit, 
cannot be second on this point; and, being 
first in point of time, it is therefore impossible 
that he shoull be secon d in any sense. This 
being admitted, he cannot be the antitype of 
any person or thing. Thus not only would 
the typeship of Adam ba destroyed, but the 
typeship of the thousand other things that tha 
professing world claim at types of Chris*, 
would be annihilated, seeing he existed wi h 
God anterior to them all. Thus do the priest- 
hood by adhering to this absurd position, like 
children, make utter shipwreck cf their castle 
of cob;, leaving them Btrewn around In hope- 
lees coLfusion. 

Sixteenth — 1 am asked: If Jesus, tho "car- 
penter's eon," was the Chri-.t of the first gor- 
pel dispensation, by what species of meta- 
morphosing or metempsychosis do we make 
Ann Lee, his second appearing; seeiag he 
was men and she was a woman? How could 
he thus reappear, without undergoing a gea- 
deric transformation? I answer, he reappear- 
ed in her Godly life and searching power— in 
her self-denial — in her humiliation — in her 
willingly suffering afflictions^ — in her patience 
—in her wiedom— in her lang sufferlogs— in 
her deep, intense, and agonizing labors of 
soul, night and day, for mankind — in 
her renunciation of, and overcoming, the 
world as he (Jesus) did — finally, in all tha 
fruits Bhown forth by Jesus in his anointed 
capacity, did he reappear in the anointed Ann. 
Ycu talk of miracles; we need not speak of 
small thing; bnt herein, indeed, has 
the "woman compassed the man," 1 av- 
ing behind her a standing miracle ia the 
eyes of tbe world, of far greater magnitule 
than anything wrought by the Saviour daring 
his sojourn on earth, or by Mo immediate 
followere; and that is the existence of eigh'e:n 
organized and established societies or 
chnrches cf her faithfal followers, dwelling 
together in harmony, and living the spiritaal 
life of Christ, around which all may cluster, 
and into which all may come, of every na- 
tion, kindred, and tongue, who are willing to 
forsake the world for eternal life. 

It would be just as proper to say that Edos 
did not come the second time; therefore John 
the Baptist was not that prophet — was not 
Elias — as to say Jesns did not reappear. Jesns 
himself settled this matter. He said: "This 
is E'.ias that was for to come." Thus we see 
it was not necessary for tbe same flesh and 
botes, or the same persen to como, in order 
fcr Elias to reappear; but another person to 
come in his spirit, power, and gift; and this 
truly was the case (though the whole world 
may sneer) with our loved mother Ann Lse. 

If Jesus Christ or Ann had been created on 
a higher plane, or Beale of existenc, thioj hi 
rest of the human family, it would have baen 
decidedly disadvantageous to them. If Jesus 
Cbtist bad overcome, by virtue of a higher 
creation — every one of bis followers who aro.e 
from our low estate, male or female, deaerrej 
greater adoration than He, and he would him- 
self bend tbe knee in worshipful homage and 
respect to them, because they overcame 
with less advantage than he enjoyed. Bat 
this is not thecaBe. Jesus Cnrist, that blusaed 
man and son of God, was tho pioneer ia this 
glorious work, who by constantly and 
UDflincbingly obeying the light of God, 
ULfbldcd within his consciousness, he 
■It se from our lost estate, tnereby sitting a 
practical example for all man-kind; and Ann 
Lee, tbe blessed and honored daughter of 
God, was the pioneer in his second appearing: 
Tbe first woman — the first pemon that over- 
came, in the second manifestation, and aro e 
es Je-eus did, out of the lost condition of man; 
thuB eetting a practical example for all woman- 
kitd. Tnus are tbe two foundation pillars 
established, to which the types refer, as I 
shall, in subsequent discourses clearly set 
forth to you. These the parents, the father 
and mother of God's new creation, are now 
with their children, "co-workers together 
with God" for the salvation and redemption 
of the world. 

Now, my friends, one thing is certain, and 
that is, this is either true or it is false. If it 
is true there is nothing in the world so im- 
portant and so necessary that you should 
know. If it is false, then a falsehood has ac- 
complished more than all the truths and philos- 
ophy of the world have been able do from 
Adam to the present day. 

I do moet conscientiously bag you to look 
this thing in the face. If it is a delusion, 
think what amount of delusion it would take 
to get any one of you to forsake the pleasures 
of sense and lead a Godly life, and how much 
it would take to get you to obey even what 
light you already have given you. Do you 
rot continually "resist the holy spirit? As 
your lathers did so do ye."— Acta vii:51. 

I speak unto you as unto wiso men; as men 
of deep research, of knowledge, of under- 
standing. I make the appeal to you as philos- 
ophers, as biblicists, and as reasonable man- 
as men of broad, comprehensive powers of 
mind— as candid men, and even as honest 
men. I earnestly repeat it, and entreat you 
not to cast it behind you as not being worth 
a serious thought, eaying it is only a figment 
of the fancy of seme dreaming idiot or fanat- 
ical set of monks or nuns or superstitious 
6'gots. 

Christ has either male "his second appear- 
ing without sin untoealvatioa.' — Heb. ix-,23— 
or he has not. If he has, those to whom, and 
in whom he has apneircd, are saved, as he 
was, from tbe sins and lot-testate of the world 
If he has not, then Loneaxe so saved. Do yoa 
call this a superstitious illusion? ft you do 



I would ask: What amount cf superstition 
con make any of you for&ke a lifesf animal 
pleasure and lead the life of Christ? What 
amount of bigotry would make you adhere 
to it? To ycu, men of candor, I solemnly ap- 
peal, end ask : If in the person of any one, 
the fruits and essential characteristics that 
accompanied JeBus Christ, has appeared, is 
this not as mnch and as reailythe second ap- 
pearance of Christ, as was John the Baptist 
tbe reappearance of filioa? No maa of 
serse and candor will say no. The nrjaion 
of Elias was to turn the hearts of the children 
to the fathers, and to tbe observaace-of tn« 
broken law of Moses. John the BspSst was 
the same; hence Jesus said he wat that Elias 
Jesus Christ's mission, as i have heretofore 
shown, and will yet more fully Bhow, was to 
call mankind from the rudimental to a higher 
life— from the natural, carnal, selfish, partial! 
to the spiritual, unselfish, universal, and God- 
like; leading the way himself, In his practi- 
cal life, from all self-indulgence and pleasure 
to abnegations, eaying to tho world, "follow 
m»." This work and life fell away ae pre- 
dicted, and the world remained without Christ 
for more than twelve hundred years, when, 
lo! and behold! it was revived and exhibited 
a second time by a woman, and that woman's 
name was Ann Lee.l 

If the properties and qualities aad We of 
Chriet was manifested by her, out from the 
triple darkness that enveloped the world, who, 
I aek, with any pretension to fairness and rea- 
son, can hold up their heads and assert that this 
was not as much and as really the reappear- 
ance of Christ as was John the Baptist the re- 
appearance of Elias? I feel sure ne reason- 
able man can or will deny it. Wall, if you go 
with me thus far, then you are bound to one 
cf two things, either to prove that these fruits 
did not appear and wero not manifested by 
Ann, or else confess that Christ has appoared 
the second time, as promised, "without sin 
unto salvation." There is no escaping this 
conclusion. 

We testify to the world boldly that these 
frnitsdid appear in her, and that the fruition 
of all her hopca and expectations are being 
realized in her true and faithful followers, I 
wish you to notice especially that I am not 
asking ycu to believe a mystery. I am not 
running into other spheres beyond the clouds 
and wandering among tbo stars to fix the 
eense on come chimera or plausible hypothe- 
»i I ask no one to believe a mystary. I 
wish not to fix your attention on the regal 
splendor of some tople3s throne in Jupiter, but 
rather to draw tho mind back to the heart, to 
God in the-sonl, and the demands cf Christ 
upon the acts of your daily 1:K Neither da 
I wish to nlara you with the sulphur in 
"Simmes's Hole," but to make you realize 
that tbe kingdom o' heaven or of hell is with- 
in you, as rou make it by your own action in 
this sublunary sphere. 

"And they shall be mine, saith the Lord of 
bxste, in that day when I make np my jaw- 
els; and I will spare them, as a man spareth 
his own son that serveth him. Then shall ya 
retnrn and discern between the righteous and 
the wicked, between him that serveth God 
and him that serveth him not." — Mai. iii: 17, 
18. 

"Hear, 0 l3rael; the Lord hath a controver- 
sy with the inhabitants of the land, because 
there is no truth nor mercy therein. By 
ewearing, and lying, and killing, and steal- 
ing, and committing adultery, they break out, 
and blood toucbeth blood.
